vealed the axiom that the deaf can best 
learn what to them is a new language by 
comparing it with that which Nature has 
already endowed them. The wonderful 
results attained by this process during the 
early years of deaf-mute education in this 
country and in France afford ample reason 
for its retention as a part of any scheme 
of present day instruction. 

Because of Gallaudet's sympathetic and 
helpful interest in little Alice Cogswell her 
father, among other prominent citizens of 
Hartford, prevailed upon him to go to 
Km. ipe to study methods used in the 
teaching Of the deaf in school.! known to 
exist in England. Scotland and France. 
Sufficient funds were raised to provide for 
the expense of the journey anil for an ex- 
tended sojourn aboard. Accordingly in 
May, 1815, Dr Oallattdet sailed for Kurope 

f;oing first to London and then to ICdin- 
rurgh upending precious months in a vain 
effort to gain admission to the schools for 
the deaf located there. These schools 
werejprivate, controlled by a family by the 
name of Braid wood, maintained for the 
children of the wealthy, and conducted as 
a close corporation, carefully guarding 
their secret of imparting instruction to the 
deaf. 

11 will he remembered that the founder 
of deaf-mutes instruction, the Abbe Charles 
Michel De l'Bpee, opened the first school 
for the deaf in l'aris in the year 1775, three 
years before the opening of the Rraidwood 
school in London, and tne lleinicke school 
in I.eipsic, and 40 years before the visit of 
illaudel to Ivurope. The successor of 
|xe at the l'aris Institution was the 
Abbe Sicard who happened to be lecturing 
in London while Dr. (lallaudet was there 
and who extended to Dr I '.ollaudel a cordial 
invitation to visit the school in Paris. 

The claim has been advaced in oral 
circles that Dr. Oallattdet went to Kuglaud 
to leant the oral method ot teaching the 
deaf but was prevented from doing so by 
the avaraciousness oflhe llraidwood family. 
That is not true. A letter which I received 
from Dr. Kdward M. Gellaudet, youngest 
son of Thomas Hopkins (lallaudet, a vear 
before his death contains the fodowiug 
statement: " You are quite right in yow 
idea that my father went to Europe with 
' an open mind' as to methods." It also 
has been asserted that Dr. (lallaudet went 
to l'aris because he was unable to comply 
with the terms of admission to the Braid- 
wood schools, Such, however, is not Un- 
case as Dr. Ii. A. Fay. in his address at the 
Haiti., id school centennial, in 1917, has 
pointed out. Before leaving for Europe 
Dr. Oallimdet bad planned for a visit to 
Paris. In a letter Dr. (lallaudet wrote 
from London he said: ''I should wish, 
and yet hope, to Combine the peculiar ad- 
vantages of both the French and English 
modes of Instruction." This stut 
gives usthe first hint of the "Combined 
System" which gave such a great impetus 
to the education of the deaf in America 
and which ac -omits f.n the superior effici- 
ency of the Combined System schools. 

Oralisil also have averred that De l'Bpee 
was an oralist and was prevented from 
using the oral method in the parent school 
at Paris because he was unable to command 
the necessaiy financial resources. Such a 
claim is preposterous. The essential fea- 
turesof the De I 1 Bpee method of instruction 
Continued in the l'aris Institution for over 
a hundred years. Duri11galltl1.it time arti- 
culation ami lip-reading were taught but 
such instruction was never made thr nffW 
qua non as has been the case then- dining 
the past 40 years. The Procrustean bed of 
Ism on which the pupils attending the 
Paris Institution have been stretched during 
the last four decades is enough to cause 
the good Abbe to turn in his grave. 

When Dr. Callaudel visited the l'aris 
Institution he was warmly welcomed by 
the Abbe Sicard, allowed the freedom of 
the school, and tendered all needed as- 
sistance in onlrr that he might acquaint 

himself with the method of Instruction ill 

tbesboitest possible time. What a contrast 
between Dr. Gallaudet's reception in Lon- 
don and Bdlnburg and that given him in 
is. Oralisls regard it as unfortunate 
that Dr. (lallaudt failed to gain the desir- 
ed informal ion concerning the teaching uf 
the deaf ill London Of ICdinbing wheir 
the oral method predominated thereby 
toning him, as they claim, to go to Paris. 
On the other hand the deaf of Amr 
regard Dr. I '.nllaudet's failure to enter the 
Braldwood schools, and his subsequent 
admission to the De 1'Epee school, as most 

rirovideutial since it resulted in his bring, 
ng home with him one of the greatest 
boons to the deaf, — the conventional 
sign-language. 

Iwood and Heiuicke, though differ- 
ing somewhat in detail, were practically 
agreed that manual spelling and the sign- 
language should not feature in any method 
of teaching the deaf . De l'Bpee found In 
the deaf-mute himself the key to his re- 
generation. In the words of De l'Bpee: 
"There Is no more natural and 
necessary connection between abstract 
ideas ami articulate sounds which strike 
the ear than there are between the 
same ideas and the written characters that 
address themslvesto theeye." De l'Bpee, 
according to Dr. Issac L. Peel, for many 
yrars piiiicip.il of the New York Institu- 
tion, maintained that: " Articulation, so 
far from beting en Intermediary, was but a 
f, am of expression which it might be con- 
veient to give to a deaf unite, not in itself 
indespeiisatile not, indeed, even desirable 
win n n rendered necessary the exclusion 
inst 1 action of greater importance." 
The controversy over methods of teach- 
ing the deaf did not originate, as some may 
he led to suppose, M or 40 years ago but 
140 years ago I leinicke the Genua 

rldeO the method of De l'Bpee who 
did not hesitate to use manual spelling and 
the sign-language when thev would prove 

helpful. After some years of controversy 
between (hem concerning the relative mer- 
its ol then respective methods the matter 
was finally referred to the learned Academy 
of Zurich Which decided in favor of the 
1 of De l'Epee, according high 
praise to the language of signs be had de- 
veloped as one which bad reached "the 
opulence of a copious and polished ton- 



gue." With this the deaf the world over 
heartily agree. 

The school founded by De l'Bpee had 
made wonderful progress in the education 
of the deaf during the forty years of its ex- 
steuce prior to the visit of Dr. (lallaudet. 
Evidence of its success abounded on every 
hand but notably deaf conspicuous in the 
school was the presence of some highly 
educated deaf teachers from among its 
graduates. Finding it inadvisable to pro- 
long indefinitely his slay abroad, which 
already had exceeded a year, Dr. (lallaudet 
prevailed upon one of the young deaf teach- 
er, Laurent Clerc, to accompany him to 
America and become his assistant at the 
school to be opened at Hartford on his re- 
turn. On the homeward voyage which re- 
quired several weeks Dr. Gallaudet taught 
Mr. Clerc the English language and iu re- 
turn Mr. Clerc taught Dr. Gallaudet the 
sign-language. Thus the time of both was 
profitably filled. 

Upon his return to Hartford Dr. Gal- 
laudet found that Dr. Cogswell and other 
friends bad been busy raising funds for 
the opening of the proposed school. Dr. 
Gallaudet and Mr. Clerc made a tour of 
eastern cities demonstrating the process of 
educating the deaf sud soliciting financial 
assistance from the philanthropically dis- 
posed since no money from the public 
treasury was available at that time. Thus 
at the beginning the education of the deaf 
was regarded as a charity. The word 
" Asylum" appeared in the corporate title 
of the first school and the throughfare on 
which the school was located and where it 
remained for a hundred years known as 
"Asylum Street." While the mistaken 
impression on the public mind that a 
school for the deaf was an "asylum" 
gradually faded into the background the 
erroneous idea that the education of the 
deaf is a charity still persists in many 
quarter! and its eradication has beeu 
slow and difficult. The Stale owes each 
teachable child an education. 

The first school for the deaf eslablshed 
in America was opened at Hartford 011 
April 15th, 1817, with an enrollment of 
seven pupils, the name of little Alice Cog- 
swell then about 11 years of ages, being the 
first on the register. Dr. (lallaudet was 
principal and also taught a class. Mr. 
Clerc was his assistant, llie first deaf teach- 
er of the deaf in America. As it was in the 
beginning so should it be always — that a 
fair proportion of deaf teachers be employ- 
ed in every school for ihe deaf. A deaf 
teacher, otherwise well qualified for the 
work, is an ever present living exponent of 
the success of the system of instruction 
employed, and a source of inspiration and 
encouragement tO the pupils attending. 
It is deserving of passing notice that in all 
the leading schools for the deaf in the 
country at least a few deaf teachers are 
employed. The spirit which would exclude 
a deaf teacher has a pernicious influence over 
a school which is reflected in its standing. 
With the opening of the school at Hint 
foid it was supposed that it could be made 
to serve the needs ot the whole country. 
This was a miscalculation based upon the 
supposed number of pupils available. Old 
Kanwood, New York, was opened the fol- 
lowing year, the Philadelphia Institution 
in iNjn, and so on in fairly rapid succession 
until near the present time there are some 
64 public residential school, 79 public day 
schools, most of them being small affairs, 
17 denominational and private schools, a 
total of 160 schools for the deaf in the 
United States with an annual enrollment 
of approximately 15,000 pupils. School 
Claiming to use the " pure" oral method 
instruct approximately 4500 pupils. The 
remaining 10,500 pupils sre taught by me- 
thods best adapted to their special needs, 
in other words by the "Combined System." 
In the appointment of teachers Dr. (lal- 
laudet aimed at a high standard. Among 
the thirteen hearing teachers appointed 
during his principalship nine were 
graduates of Yale. The deaf teachers 
otbei than Mr. Clerc, were all graduates 
of thr school and men of unusual ability. 
No women teachers were employed as the 
higher education of women had not pro- 
gressed far in that day. It will he observ- 
ed that Dr. Gallaudet himself was excep- 
tionally well qualified for the position to 
which he was appointed. Politics had no 
bearing whatever on his appointment or 
on that of any of his assistants. Outstand 
ing merit was the only criterion. What a 
propitious beginning for our schools for 
the deaf,— this freedom from the spoils 
system and unwarranted political interfer- 
ence. Many changes in the personnel of 



our schools for the deaf solely for political 
reasons have been effected since the days 
of Gallaudet and in nearly every instance 
they have proven detrimental to the 
schools in which they have occured. Dr. 
Dobyns was a writer of cogent editorials 
and one of the last penned by him for 
The (>f>lu was a stern arraignment of a 
recent change in the superintendency of 
a school for the deaf in a sister State made 
for reasons that were purely political. 
Politics should be eliminated entirely from 
the schools. 

Among the first pupils to be admitted to 
the Hartford school was a young lady of 
19 by the name of Sophia Fowles who had 
lost her bearing at an early age. She was 
taught by Dr. Gallaudet and proved to be 
an apt pupil. After attending school for 
four years she became the wife of her tea- 
cher. The union proved to be a happy 
one ending wilh the death of Dr. Gal- 
laudet thirty years later. Seven children, 
fours sons and three daughters, blessed 
this union. The eldest. Thomas, entered 
the ministry of the Episcopal Church and 
became the founder of church work among 
the deaf in America and the first Home for 
the Aged ami Infirm Deaf. The youngest, 
I'.dwaid, founded, and for fifty years was 
president of, the National College for the 



to a surprising degree. He understood and 
appreciated its value in the education of the 
deaf. He defended its use long after his 
retirement as principal in opposition to 
Horace Mann, who not knowing anything 
about the sign-language, opposed its use on 
the supposition that it interfered with the 
mastery of English. It is ever thus. Op- 
ponents of sign-language are hearing per- 
sons, who almost without exception, do not 
know the sign-language, who either cannot 
or will not learn it, and who do not appre- 
ciate it value to the deaf. On the occasion 
of the celebration of the first centenuial of 
deaf-mute instruction at the parent school 
at Hartford in 1917 I was assigned the 
honor of preaching the convention sermon 
in the cbapel of that venerable Institution 
rich in memories of by-goue dsys. In the 
audience was the head of a "pure" oral 
school, a member of the medical profession, 
for whose benefit my address was Inter- 
preted orally by the President of Gallaudet 
College who happened to be seated neer. 
At the conclusion Of the service this 
exponent of orallsm exclaimed in open- 
mouth wonder: "Can eigne say all that ?" 
Yet for many years this same bead of an 
oral school, this same "authority" on the 
education of the deaf, this eminent mem- 
ber of the medical profession had blindly 
fought the sign-language while knowing 
absolutely nothing about it. Nor is this 
an isolated instance. There are others. 
The so called " pure" and "progressive" 
oralisls are a menance to the educational 
welfare of the deaf not for what tbey know 
about the sign-language but for what they 
do not know about it. Be it understood 
and remembered that the deaf are not op- 
posed to the oral method. They believe 
in it and want it used in the schools elong 
with other helpful methods. But tbey 
have scant patience with the blind pre- 
judice that would do away with the s gn- 
language altogether. They believe that 
every deaf child should acquire a mastery 
of the sign-language before leaving school. 
They know that it contributes immeasur- 
ably to the mental, moral, spiritual, and 
social welfare of the deaf both during and 
beyond the school age. Who are able to 
appreciate the value of the sign-language 
better than the educated deaf themselves? 
Then why should not theij view point be 
accepted ? It it amply sustained by the 
available evidence ofa hundred years. 

Dr. Gallaudet was of a deeply religious 
nature and regarded early moral and reli- 
gious training as being of the highest im- 
portance. He believed, and rightly, that 
such training could be given more speedily 
and effectually by the use of the sign lang- 
uage should be an essential qualification of 
every teacher of the deaf since by no other 
means is it possible to intelligently grasp 
the ideas, the thoughts, and the feelings 
of the pupil. Possessing a knowledge of 
signs, the teachers of the deaf can prompt- 
ly give the associated form of the gesture 
expression and thus gain the co-ordination 
at the time the thought is present. 

After serving efficiently as principal and 
teacher at the Hartford school for thirteen 
years Dr. Gallaudet resigned in order to 
conserve his health and to earn something 
against the time when he could no longer 
work. He entered upon the work poor 
and he left it poor. During all the years 
of bis connection with the school which he 
founded he had been overworked and un- 
derpaid. The retirement of capable and 
consecrated teecher of the deaf for what- 
ever reason is a distinct loes to any 
school. But it is e sad c< liiuientary on the 
parsimoniousness of a State where salaries 



are so low that good teachers cannot long 
be retained. Good teachers of the deaf 



are none too plentiful and should be well 
paid. Pension features should be provid- 
ed as an added inducement for them to 
continue in the profession snd to remain 
with the school. 

During the twenty years Dr. Gallaudet 
lived in retirement, he occupied himself 
largely in writing on religious subjects, 
scriptural biography, and books for chil- 
dren for which his clesr, simple, charming 
style created e great demand. Some of 
hie books were translated into several 
foreign languages. He always kept up 
his interest in the deaf, and a frequent 
visitor at the school. A year before he 
died, Dr. Gallaudet was voted $2,000 
from the treasury of the school, he had 
helped to found as a token of appreciation 
of his services in going abroad in quest 
of information concerning the teaching of 
the deaf. About the same time an addi- 
tional 9500 was given him by admiring 
friends. With the money thus received, 
he purchased what he had long desired 
to possess but could not afford, a home 
of his own. Substantial compensation for 
service rendered thirty-five years previous- 
ly though delayed was none the less wel- 
come. Evidence of appreciation often 
come too late. 

Dr. Gallaudet was great lr beloved by 
bis former pupils with whom he kept in 
touch during the years of his retirement. 
About the time he received the gift of s 
house his deaf friends presented him and 
Mr. Clerc each with a handsome silver 
pilchei and salver. The gift is beet de- 
scribed In the words of Dr Edward M. 
Gallaudet in his biography of his father : 

" Upon one tide of the pitcher Is an engraved 
■cans, representing Mr. Gallaudet In France tn 
ihi(\ with Mr. ('tern, who offers to accompany him 
10 America, and a ship waiting to convey them. 
Across the sea appears Ihe llartt.-rd Institution. 
On the other side is seen a picture ot a school-room, 
Willi teacher and pupils and apparatus. In front 
between these scenes It a good likeness of the 
Abtir Sii.nl, Mr li. Hamlet's tr.i her in l'aris. On 
thr unit .»i i he pitcher are chased the coat of arms 
»l thr New Kngland States ; and on the handles are 
BtttS « upi.1t, and also closed 
hands, indii ailng the first letter of the alphabet." 

The token of appreciation greatly pleas- 
ed Dr. (lallaudet, but his greatest plea- 
sure was iu the fact that his hoys snd girls 
of former years had taken their places in the

glory of the father and any observance of 
Gallaudet Day which leaves them entirely 
out of eonsiderstion would be incomplete. 
Dr, i.nllaiidel was a master of the sign 
lauguage which he improved and polished 



respected members of the community 
Thus the cause to which he had given the 
best that was in him was judged by its 
fruit and found worthy. 

After a lingering illness Dr. Gallaudet 
passed sway at his home in Hertford on 
the tenth of September, 1851, in the 64th 
of his age. The deaf of New En- 



gland erected a monument to his memory 
on the grounds of the school he founded 
and loved so well. The old school was 
sold s few years ago and a new one opened 
at West Hartford. A statue of Dr. Gal- 
laudet and his little friend, Alice Cogswell, 
stands on the grounds of Gallaudet Col- 
lege at Washington, the gift of the Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf. At the un- 
veiling exercises the opening prayer 
was offered by the Rev. Dr. Thomas Gal- 
laudet while I gave the closing prayer, 
my first public act following my ordina- 
tion to the ministry. A replica of the 
statue at Washington will later be placed 
on the grounds of the new school at West 
Hartford. It also will be the gift oi the 
National Association of the Deaf. 

Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet lived for the 
good he could do. The world is better, 
brighter, and happier for his having lived 
in it. Humble, unsefish, cheerful, cour- 
teous, dignified, even-tempered, synipa 
thetic end charitable, his benevolent spirit 
inspired every act. His monument is 
everywhere in the persons oi all who have 
been benefitted by or through his labor. 
The name of Gallaudet is worthy to be 
held in grateful and last rememberance. 
The observance of Gallaudet Day is one 
of the encouraging signs of the timee. It 
points towards a growing " unity in es- 
sentials" so uecessaay of attainment in 
order that true and lasting progress may 
be made in the education of the deaf.

The ro24 financial statement of 
the Silent Atblectic Club, incor- 
porated under tbe laws of Illinois, 
shows total assets— cash, bonds and 
bank deposits — of $11,605.39! A 
gain for tbe year of $1897.35! And 
they started on a shoestring! 

Back in 191 9 the club bad some 
$ 2,000 in assets when John D. 
Sullivan saw a chance to buy tbe 
busted Ridgeway Club— a $50,000 
property — for $25,000. So by dint 
of his tremendously magnetical per- 
sonality be persauded his followers 
to raise | and pool $3,000 more — 
every cent the kids could beg, bor- 
row or realize. That, $5,000 was a 
down-payment, they gave mortgage- 
notes for the balance. It was a 
crazy gamble. Gibson, who stood 
with Sully in the do-or-die gamble, 
frankly told them banks had found 
club properties generally a poor in- 
vestment, and warned them that 
only united and sustained effort 
would carry it through. Yes, it was 
a crazy gamble — if I may speak as a 
gambler with an eye on tbe " per- 
centages" — but through all these 
years the zeal and enthusiasm of 
leaders like Sullivan, Gibson, Hincb, 
Leiter, the Newman brothers, Small, 
Witte, Barrow, Wondra, Belling and 
others has never abated.

All bank in- 
debtedness has been wiped ont, 
leaving only some $15,000 in bonds 
in tbe bands of deaf bondholders.

There have been broken-hearts and 
broken friendships. Some of the 
olden stalwarts dropped out dis- 
couraged, disheartened, disgusted.

January 17, 1925 — Leslie Oreu 
had an opportunity to meet Miss 
Helen Keller and her party in Day- 
ton, aud carry ou a conversation 
with her Iu a letter to his grand- 
mother be tells of the event and tbe 
Dayton Newsot January lltb, gives 
this aocount of it : 

BY PENELOPE PBRRILL 

Another, who like Helen Kt Her 
is without sight or hearing, is Les- 
lie Oreu, of Wilmington, O , who 
was under tbe oare of Mrs. Ada 
Lyon Cureton, of the Delaware 
View apartments during his .school 
ing at the Columbus School for 
Deaf Mutes, abe being then Ada 
Lyon. 

Under her care, he became profl- 
oeut as Helen Keller, tbe latter 
having kuowledge of this clever lad 
who visits often in Dayton, and 
because of their infirmities each 
has been eager to meet tbe other. 

This was brought about during 
Miss Keller's,visil iu Dayton recent- 
ly. Miss Lyon (now Mrs. Thomas 
Cureton) became as familiar to in- 
structors ot deaf pupils as did Miss 
Sullivan (now Mrs. Maoy) who 
taught Helen Keller, aud has 
brought Leslie Oreu to a complete 
education which he supplements by 
studies of his own. He is now visit 
iug Mrs. Curetou who says: 

" I wonder if others felt as I did 
about this rare meeting. I was 
glad I oould talk on my fingers for 
I dared uot trust my voice, when I 
saw those two, (who must ever 
wait at Life's shut gate) meet, shak- 
ing hands, clinging so eagerly ; 
both oblivious to the world about 
them I wish you could have heard 
him repeat the program (without 
drill) after we returned home Mou 
day night." 

Mrs. Cureton moves her Hugers 
rapidly inside Ihe lad's hand and 
be immediately get the result ; with 
a quickness that those who saw and 
beard Miss Keller realize is tbe 
result of years of training. 

Following is the letter (typewrit- 
ten and without oue mistake) Les 
lie wrote his grandmother telling 
her of his meeting with the other 
who like him, lives in a darkened 
world, although blessed indeed that 
patient teachers have given them 
hope and happiness: 

Dear Grandmother: — I came to 
Dayton Sunday with my parents to 
spend '» week visiting my teacher, 
Mrs. Cureton. I came at this time 
hoping to meet Helen Keller who is 
heie this week, atouaiug interest in 
the American Foundation for the 
Blind. » 

AU my life, I have wanted to 
meet her, she is (as you know) like 
myself deaf-blind. Unfortunately 
I have never succeeded iu obtain- 
ing an interview with her until last 
night. 

Mrs. Curetou had made an ap- 
pointment with Iter to meet me at tbe 
clo.«»e of her program at the Victory 
Theatre But on investigating M rH . 
C. found that every seat in the house 
had been taken! I must con less 
that I telt quite downcast fearing 
that I was again to be disppoiuted 
iu meeting Miss Keller. Fortu- 
nately Mrs Cureton's kind neigh- 
hor, Mrs. llerr rescued us from our 
predicament by giving us two tickets 
for reserved seats. And whom do 
you suppose sat next to us iu those 
excellent seats ? Governor Cox 
whom I was happy to meet and 
who manifested much interest in 
me. He was the speakei rf tin- 
evening and made an eloquent ap- 
peal to the people of Dayton ask- 
ing their aid in the woi thy cause of 
helping the more than eighty ihou- 
aand blind in the United States to 
helpthemsevlcs. 

Mrs. Cureton interpreted the en- 
tire program to me by finger spell- 
ing, at times I was almost, breath- 
less with interest, particularly when 
Miss Keller was ou tbe stage, I 
grew quite excited for I knew the 
moment was approaching, when 
our hands would meet in conversa- 
tion. 

The story of her life as pictured 
and Mrs. Macy's story following, 
were quite familiar to me, for I 
have read net story repeatedly in 
New York Point. 

When the program closed, we 
went back on the stage wheie 
Helen and Mrs Maoy were waiting 
for us. (It is more polite to say 
Misa Keller, but I sometimes foi- 
get, for I always think of her as 
Helen) 

Helen did not wait for a formal 
introduction, but quickly grasped 
my baud squeexed and shook it 
heartily, ami rapidly spelling iu my 
band, " And this is Leslie Oren, I 
have often heard much about you." 
I immediately replied in her hand, 
" I am very happy to meet you, 
Miss Keller. I seem to have known 
you all my life, your achievements 
have ever been an Inspiration to 
me." She belt) my hand close and 
said, "Oh, thank ;you very much 1 
She then asked me how I employ 
my time, I told her in reading, 
studying aud workiug. That I 
make teed baskets, trays, mats, 
vases, etc. She said that she thought 
that splendid and wonderful, she 
•aid, " Work Is the greatest thing 



in the world," but I think love of 
humanity oombiued with work 
creates the greatest amount of 
happiness. 

When I told her tbat I had mas- 
tered French unaided, aud could 
read and eujoy any French story 
obtainable iu Braille, she was sur- 
prised and delighted. She said she 
always greatly enjoys the Frenob 
writers. Then I jokingly said, com 
ment vous portez vousf" and she 
laughingly replied, "Je suistres 
bieu. To have talked to her furth- 
er of things of much importance 
and common interest would have 
given me great pleasure but tbe hour 
grew late and I feared she was much 
fatigued, although she seemed as 
eager to ooutinue our conversrtion 
as I was 

Mrs. Maoy, Helen's teacher, said 
very kiud things to me, and to Mrs. 
Cureton about me. She was agree- 
able surprised to bear me talk for 
she knows that I have bad very 
littte training in - articulation as 
compared to tbe years of traluing 
Helen has had. 

Certainly pleasaut memories of 
this visit will remaiu with me a long 
time 

It seems to me that nothing oould 
be finer than tbe work Heleu Keller 
is doiug I was tbiuking last night 
that if I had been given ber won- 
derful education advantages, I 
would love nothing better than to 
brighten tbe lives of those darkened 
by blindness. 

I have given you a minute ac- 
count of this event and this interest- 
ing meeting, for I knew you would 
enjoy all the details. 

I will write you later about other 
interesting happenings during my 
visiting to Dayton.

for tiim at home exoept neighbors. 

Later — Mr. Friend was taken to 
St. Francis Hospital in the after 
noon. He seems to have some throat 
obstruction and an examination will 
be made to determine what tbe 
cause is.
